Back  in  the  fifties,  when  the  conference  decided  to  build  an- 
other college  in  the  State,  several  towns  began  to  compete  for 
it.  among  which  were  Greensboro  and  Auburn.  Finally  it  was 
decided  th;<*  there  should  be  one  at  each  place,  and  agents  were 
appointed  le  raise  the  funds  by  subscription.

After  a  very  eloquent  speech  by  Bishop 
Pierce,  of  Georgia,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  by  the  Masons  and 
Judge  J.  M.  Wiley,  of  Troy,  father  of  one  of  our  present  con- 
gressmen, made  an  hour's  talk.

It  was  a  four- 
story  brick  building  of  thirty-eight  rooms,  including  two  society 
halls,  lecture  rooms  and  offfeea,  chemical  laboratory,  library  and 
museum. 

The  school  was  opened  in  the  fall  of  lS"i!>.  with  about  eighty 
pupils.  The  president.  Dr.  Sassnet,  and  five  teachers,  composed/ 
the  faculty,  and  the  subjects  taught  were  mathematics..  Greek, 
Latin.  English,  political  economy  and  chemistry.  Dr.  Darby, 
Who  afterwards  manufactured  "Darby's  Fluid."  and  who  was 
at  the  time  professor  id'  chemistry  in  the  Masonic  College  for 
young  ladi  >s  at  Auburn,  became  a  member  of  the  faculty,  and 
for  a  year  c  so  the  young  ladies  from  the  Masonic  College  went 
down  every  day  and  took  chemistry  with  the  Fast  Alabama  Stu- 
dents. Co-education  at  the  beginning:  What  demure  little 
creatures  they  must  have  been:  Those  sweet,  shy  maidens  of 
the  fifties  tf  whom  the  modern  prattling,  laughing  co-eds  have 
often  heard  their  grandmothers  speak— and  what  a  joy  to  their 
professors ! 

The  Win  and  Websterian  Literary  Societies  were  Pounded  ;ii 
the  beginning.  "For  the  advancement  of  reserch  and  oratory." 
The  Websterian  badge  was  a  right  angle  triangle  with  squares 
constructed  on  all  three  siiiis.  the  figure  used  in  proving  thai 
"the  sum  the  squares  on  the  two  legs  of  a  fight  triangle  '-. 
equal  to  the  square  on  the  hypotenuse."  1  have  not  been  able 
to  find  out  about  the  Wirt's  badge,  but  perhaps  they  despaired 
of  getting  one  that  would  suggest  a  more  complicated  subject, 
and  so  decided  to  do  without. 

There  wtt'e  five  graduates  from  the  college  the  first  year  and 
seven  the  next,  but  then  panic  the  war.  and  the  school  was  closed. 
I  have  fouu  1  only  one  instance  in  which  a  student  who  left  to  go 
to  the  war.  afterward  came  back  and  finished. 

During  the  war  the  building  was  used  for  a  hospital.  In  '<i»l 
the  college  v.  as  opened  again  with  Col.  Dowdell  as  president,  ami 
the  next  year  there  were  only  two  graduates.  It  does  not  see:'' 
to  have  grown  much  for  the  next  few  years,  and  the  conference 
began  to  feel  that  it  could  support  it  no  longer.  It  was  offered

Of  cours2  the  old  college  was  very  different  from  the  A.  P.  [. 
There  w  as  ij<  drill,  no  walking  of  the  "Q,"  no  hazing,  no  cutting 
nu  on  the  streets  al  riight  —what  good  boys  our  fathers  were: — ■ 
neither  was  'here  any  "Kandy  Kitchen"  at  which  to  loaf.  1  have 
found  <>ui  nothing  a  -  to  their  punishments,  and  in  despair  have 
Concluded  thai  they  did  nothing  to  be  punished  for.  Truly  the 
limes  have  changed ! 

However,  the  boy  of  thai  time  was  not  entirely  differenl  from 
the  i><>\  of  today.  He  had  his  amusements,  which  were  fool  ball, 
town  ball,  fctraigld  cat,  white  sides,  and  others  of  which  1  had 
never  befor '  heard. 

The  commencements  wen-  mostly  held  in  the  hall,  which  stood 
near  the  corner  occupied  by  .Mrs.  Will's  house  at  present,  and 
which  afterwards  was  moved  and  became  Langdon  Hall.  These 
commencements  were  truly  great  occasions.  They  lasted  front 
Sunday  morning  till  Wednesday  night,  when  they  closed  with  a 
••levee."  The  campus  of  each  college  was  lit  by  greal  bonfires 
(d*  lightwood,  and  Auburn,  in  all  her  glory,  -rook  a  walk."  At 
differenl  times  we  had  many  distinguished  men  to  deliver  the 
sermon  ami  addresses,  among  whom  were  Admiral  Raphael 
Semmes,  of  the  "Alabama,"  Dr.  J.  L.  Curry,  and  Dr.  J.  R.  Haw- 
thorne.

THE  NEW  BUILDINGS. 


c.  6.  '08. 

This  year  of  the  history  of  the  college  lias  been  characterized 
liv  extensive  building  and  development,  thanks  to  the  liberal  pol- 
icy toward  education  on  the  pari  of  Governor  Comer  and  the 
presenl  Legislature  of  Alabama. 

The  first  iiew  building  of  note  thai  has  been  constructed  is  the 
Engineering  Building.  This  is  a  three-story  building  of  red 
brick  and  white  stone  trimmings.  The  three  floors  on  one  en  ! 
are  occupie.1  by  the  Department  of  .Mining  Engineering.  <>n  the 
first  floor  is  installed  extensive  ore  dressing  machinery,  which  is 
the  Iragest  plant  of  the  kind  in  the  South.  The  second  floor  fur- 
nishes the  office  and  Mineralogical  Laboratory,  and  the  third  floor 
the  recitation  and  drawing  room  for  the  .Mining  Department. 

The  east  end  is  occupied  by  the  Electrical  and  Mechanical  En- 
gineering Departments.  On  the  first  floor  is  the  electrical  labo- 
ratory and  the  mechanical  testing  laboratory  for  heavy  work. 

(Mi  the  second  floor  is  the  telephone  engineering  laboratory  and 
lecture  room  for  Electrical  Engineering.  On  the  third  floor  is 
the  mechanical  lecture  room  and  testing  laboratory  tor  lighter 
work. 

The  Dining  Hall,  located  across  the  street  from  the  college, 
is  a  handsome  two-story  structure  1411  feet  long,  built  in  semi-co- 
lonial style,  with  an  imposing  portico  in  the  center.  The  tall 
columns  and  pediment  above  add  great  dignity  to  the  building. 
This  building  is  of  brick  and  stone,  constructed  in  what  is  known 
as  the  Flemish  bond  style,  giving  a  very  pretty  effect. 

The  main  dining  hall  will  accommodate  300  students.  Elec- 
tric lights  of  the  newest  type  will  be  installed.  This  light  is 
something  of  a  novelty  in  the  South,  and  is  remarkable  for  its 
brilliancy  and  high  economy. 

On  the  second  floor  there  are  twenty-one  rooms,  furnishing  ac- 
commodations for  forty  students. 

The  purpose  of  this  building  is  merely  to  supplement  the  board- 
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nishes the  office  and  Minera logical  Laboratory,  and  the  third  floor 
ihe  recitation'  and  drawing  room  for  the  Mining  Department. 

The  east  <  nd  is  occupied  by  the  Electrical  and  Mechanical 'En- 
gineering Departments.    On  ihe  first  floor  is  the  electrical  labo- 
ratory and  Hie  mechanical  testing  laboratory  for  heavy  work.

The  1  >ining. Hall,  located  across  the  street  from  the  college, 
is  a  handsome  two-story  structure  14(1  feet  long,  built  in  semi-co- 
lonial style,  with  an  imposing  portico  in  the  center.  The  tall 
columns  and  pediment  above  add  great  dignity  to  the  building. 
This  building  is  of  brick  and  stone,  constructed  in  what  is  known 
as  ihe  Flemish  bond  style,  giving  a  very>pretty  effect. 

The  main  dining  hall  will  accommodate  .'{00  students.  Elec- 
tric lights  of  the  newest  type  will  be  installed.  This  light  is 
some  tiling  of  a  novelty  in  the  South,  and  is  remarkable  for  its 
brilliancy  and  high  economy.  . 

On  the  second  lloor  there  are  twenty-one  rooms,  furnishing  ac- 
commodations for  forty  students.

There  is  no  desire  on  the  part 
of  the  college  authorities  to  supplant  the  present  excellent  sys- 
tem of  hoarding  in  private  families;  in  fact,  it  would  seem  that 
the  State  would  not  he  able  to  undertake  such  an  extensive  en- 
terprise. 

The  architect  is  Mr.  W.  T.  Warren,  a  distinguished  graduate 
of  this  institution. 

The  Carnegie  Library  Building  is  well  under  way  of  construc- 
tion. It  is  situated  on  the  lot  formerly  occupied  by  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  building  on  Faculty  Avenue,  facing  the  drill  ground,  and 
is  most  beautifully  located  amid  a  group  of  lovely  shade  trees. 

The  building  will  be  of  the  semi-classical  or  monumental  type, 
and  will  be  constructed  of  pressed  brick  with  elaborate  white 
stone  trimmings.  It  will  be  two  stories  in  height,  80  feet  long, 
by  80  feet  \  ide. 

The  approach  is  a  vestibule  leading  into  a  commodious  read- 
ing room  8 )  by  40  feet,  which  is  the  main  feature  of  the  edifice. 
The  stack  room  is  in  the  rear.  and»will  accommodate  60,000  vol- 
umes. 

This  will  be  one  of  the  most  extensive  libraries  in  the  South, 
the  building  costing  $30,000,  donated  by  Mr.  Carnegie,  the  col- 
lege selling  aside  $30,000,  the  income  of  which  goes  to  support 
the  library.  About  25.001)  volumes  are  now  in  the  collection  of 
books,  valuud  easily  al  $50,000.  This  makes  the  total  valuation 
$110,000. 

In  accordance  with  the  contract.  Ibis  .building  will  he  complet- 
ed for  occupation  next  year.  The  architect  is  Prof.  N.  C.  Curtis, 
who  occupies  the  chair  of  architecture  in  the  Alabama  Polytech- 
nic Institute. 

The  designs  of  the  new  Agricultural  Building  are  well  unde 
wiiy.  and  will  he  ready  for  submission  at  an  early  date.  Profess- 
or Curtis  also  has  charge  of  this  work. 

The  Agricultural  Hall  will  be  an  extensive  three-story  build- 
ing for  the  departments  of  Agriculture,  Horticulture,  Botany, 
Entomology.  Animal  Husbandry,  etc.  It  is  thought  that  the 
location  will  be  on  the  cvest  of  the  hill  in  the  horticultural 
grounds,  a  beautiful  and  appropriate  site. 
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The  last  building  of  the  series  will  be  for  Mechanical  Engineer- 
ing and  allied  subjects.  The  plans  and  she  for  this  building 
have  not  as  yet  been  determined  upon.
